Gentlemen: 

What will the quality of life be 
in the proposed 2500 unit apart- 
ment complex? How can the 
apartments be pleasant to live in 
with the traffic sounds outside? 
Any attempt to open a window 
will be met with excessive noise 
from the freeway and the rail- 
road tracks. Don't we have a re- 
sponsibility to the people who 
would live in this complex? 
Wouldn’t their ‘health and wel- 
fare be seriously affected if the | 
| developer is allowed to proceed 
with this project?. His own im- 
pact study should tell him this. 
I refer to the report ‘Environ- 
mental Quality Evaluation: 
Noise” by Bolt Beranek and New- 
man, consultants in accoustics. 
“In many regions of 


meet H.U.D. criteria of accepta- 
bility for interior noise in rooms 
if open windows and a line of 
Sight exposure to freeway exists 
at point of observation.’’ Most of 
the buildings would have a direct 
line of sight exposure to the free- 
way. Since the noise level in- 
creases dramatically with height, 
the tenants on the upper floors 
would not want to open their 
windows at all. This defeats the 
purpose of the “Uniform Build- 
ing Code” in that all required) 
windows must be openable for 
ventilation, If noise prevents 
use of the windows, this apart- 
ment complex will affect the 
health and welfare of the tenants. 
Doesn't this suggest that the 
feasibility of the project should 
be reconsidered?

Albany’s problems came to 
light about a year ago when a 
team of engineers from the State 
Office of Architecture and Con- 
struction found that Marin 
School and half of Cornell would 
be structurally unsafe in the 
event of an earthquake, Under

A. Yes, The project connection 
to the Albany system will occur 
below the City’s existing prob- 
lem areas, just prior to connec- 
tion with the East Bay Municipal 
Utility District system. ‘The ca- 
pacity of the Albany system at 
that point is adequate to handle 
all phases of the project.
